Department of Education Review 
Team visited TSUD early last 
month. 

Composed of Dr. William 
Bi Goodwin and Mrs. Gail 
Blalock from the Teacher 
Certification Office of the 
State Department, Dr. Thomas 
E. Russell (University of 
South Alabama), Ms. Mary 
Harrison (AUM), Mr. Joe Laster 
(SDE), Mr. Robert M. Lightfoot 
(University of Montevallo), 
Dr. Artie Melancon (Oakwood
